THE MUSCOVITE BUTCHER. 


The Czar of All the Russias Stains His Hands 
With the Blood of a Subject, Sabering M. 
DeReutern, One of the Court Chamber 
lains, During a Fit of Ungovernable Pas- 
sion, 

Lonpon, Oct. 23.—Notwithstanding 
the official denials of the Russian em- 
bassies at Berlin, Vienna and here in 





London, denials which were only to be 


expected when derived from such sotirces, 
the statement that the Czar killed one of 
his chamberlains, M. de Reutern, elther 
with a sabre or a pistol, at the palace of 
Gatchina, is corroborated by advices re-~ 
ceived from St. Petersburg. The impres- 
sion among those who had opportunity 
of becoming personally acquainted with 
the present autocrat of Russia is that 
the tragie occurrence 1s due rather to the 
ungovernable temper attd almost insane 
fits of passion for which he is rioterious- 
ly subject than to any mere fear of a per- 
sonal attack. This impression is further 
strengthened by the following facts, 
which, perhaps, are not generally 


known in the United States: Some 
time after the termination of the 
Franco-German war the Grand 


Duke Alexis, brother of the present Czar, 
and who is well known in New York, 
contracted a secret marriage with Mlle. 
DeReutern, niece of Baron DeReutern, 
who at that. time was the minister of 
fitiance. When the matter became known 
the Grand Duke withdrew with his young 
wife to Nice and other seaside resorts on 
the French and Mediterranean coasts, | 

Not only the Czar, but especially the 
present Emperor, was furious with the 
grand duke, and Alexander II., in his 
double capacity of supreme head of the 
orthodox Greek chureh and autocrat of 
all the Russias, deéréed the secret mar- 
riage to be null and void. Alexis, how- 
ever, took no notice of these Measures 
but continued to reside with Baron De 
Reutern’s niete, who bore him three 
lovely children. At length the grand 
duke’s attachment for the poor girl 
appeared to grow colder and 
he commenced to neglect her. It was 
during one of his frequent absences that 
Count Peter Schonvaloff, who for several 
years held the post of chief of the police 
of the empire, visited the young mother 
and had a prolonged interview with her 
on behalf of the Russian family. What 
passed between them is naturally only 
known to the parties immediately in- 
‘erested, but the outcome was 
that neither Mlle. De Reutern nor 
her children ever saw the fickle 
grand duke again. De Renlern, the gen- 
tleman mentioned as having been killed, 
was, lam informed, the brother of the 
young lady, and re. ived the more or 
less hohorary post of chamberlain for 
his si-ter’s compliance in obeying the 
late Emperor’s behests. Sinee the ac- 
cession to the throne of the present Czar, 
their uncle, the former Minister of Fi- 
nance, has fallen into deep disgr ice,owing 
to the fact that his record ws head of the 
National Treasury was not as unblein- 
ished as might have been desired. 

It is believed here that young De Reu- 
tern was waiting to see the Czir, and 
that, in consequence of the heat of the 
weather, he had unbuttoned his heavy 
chamberlain’s uniform. The monarch, 
suddenly entering the room, seems to 
have found him in this state, and, proba- 
bly thinking that the young man wus pre- 
suming on his quasi relationship to the 
imperial family, censured him in the 
bitter manner which is customary to 
him. De Reutern, stung by the 
imperial insults, most likely answered in 
a disrespectful manner and thus provoked 
one of those terrible fits of anger which 
are so dreaded by ail those who approach 
the Czar. 

This, I may add, is thé version which 
has obtained most belief here, and cer- 
tainly it appears a more plausible one 
that that which describes the gigantic 
and herculean Czar as a cowardly pol- 
troon.

A TERRIBLE DEED. 


A Double Marder and Incendiarism by a 
Harmlessly Insane Bohemian in Iowa. 
CrpaR Rapips, Ia., Oct. 23.—One of 

the most terrible donble tragedies ever 

committed in Iowa occured Thurs.lay 
evening near te little village of Sherry- 
vijle, nine miles west of the city. Dur. 
ing the absence of a farmer named Verbe 
and his family his barn was discovered 
to be on fire by Mrs. Joseph Novotny 
snd Mrs. John Loavar, neighbors of'the 

Verbas. They arrived on the scene to 

tind the barn and granary consumed an‘ - 

ihe bones of a horse and forty-five heac 
of cattle and hogs smoking in the ruins. 

Hastening to the house, which was also 

on fire, they were met by a farm hand 

named Martin Soukup, aod when they at- 
iempted to enter he strack them both 
down with an axe, crushing in their 
heads. : 

By this time other neighbors arrived, 
and an effort was made to capture 
soukup, who fled up-stairs, and, axe in 
hand, threatened to kill any who ap- 
proached. Clay Bowerson, Ed Thomas 
and Will Crowell, young men of the 
neighborhood, after a severe struggle, 
mastered the murderer and he was taken 
'o the Shaeyville® school-house, bound 
aud guarded until yesterday, when fears 
of lynching induced the officers to re- 
move the prisoner to Towa City. Sonkup 
is about fifty years of age and was a 
former resident of Shueyville. About 
four years ago he was struck by light- 
ning and has never fully recovered from 
its effects. He was not considered dan- 
gerous excepting when under the in- 
fluence of liquor. He was drunk when 
the crime was committed. 

There was not the slightest cause for 
the incendiarism and murder, as his re- 
lations with all the parties had been 
pleasant. The two women are still alive 
but can not recover. Mrs. Novotny is 
about forty years of age and mottier of a 
large family. Mrs. Louvar is twenty- 
five and has two small children. The 
Boltemiau citizens threaten to lynelr ‘sa. 
loon-keeper Weber for selling whiskv to 
Soukup. :

BLAINES’ ALMA MATER. 


Visit of Hon. James Gi Bla'ne to Washinge 
ton and Jefferson Callege With. His Ven- 
erable Uncle, Hon John H. Ewing—Re- 
miniscences of Bygone Days. ftatiey 
WASnINGTON, Pa., Oct. 26.—At the as- 

sembling of the students of Washington 
and Jefferson college this morning, Hon. 
James G. Blaine was present by invita- 
tion of the trustces and facal'y. He was 
acconipanied by his uncle, ''+.. Jobn H. 
Ewing, now ninety years o. «ce. In his 
address of welcome, President Moff.t 
referr.d to the latter as the olilest living 
graduate and to Mr. Blaine as the most 
distinguished. Mr. Blaine was invited 
to give some reminiscences of his college 
life. 

In his response he thanked President 
Moffat for nis allusion to Mr. Ewing, the 
speaker’s venerable .and respected kins- 
man, but he took exceptions to the over- 
characterization of himeelf., Continuing, 
he said: ‘I remember, too well when I 
was a student in these halls, the long 
list of men, older graduates, whom [ haa 
the honor to look up to and at whose feet 
[ was proud to sit.”’ : 

The cordial reception he had received 
had moved him deeply, and the recdlicc- 
tions which rushed upon him as he stood 
there almost stopped his power of 
speech. He always regarded the.college 
as his great benefactor and protector, 
the sgency which had given to him 
throagh life. the influences which have at 
all times beeu of inestimable service to 
him.

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PERUVIAN BULL-FIGHTS. 


Mow These Barbarous and Disgusting Di- 
versions Are Conducted. 

The Peruvian ‘‘torrero” (bull-slayer) 
and his ‘‘picadores’’ (literally, ‘‘prick- 
ers’’) are all Spaniards by birth, and a 
more bloodthirsty, villainous crew are 
seldom seen assembled. Each mai ié 
bedecked in the faded velvet jacket, 
knee-breeches and white socks which 
form part of the attire of the profes 
sional bull-fighter. The btills, which 
it must in justice be admitted are fine, 
well-fed, wild-looking creatures, are 
admitted singly into the arena at a sig- 
nal given by blowing & trumpet, an 
as the animal is led forward the sport 
begins. A mounted ‘‘picadore’”’ ap- 
proaching endavors to fix in the neck 
of the beast a small steel dart, one end 
of which is sharply pointed and washed 
with brimstone, a strip of colored rib- 
bon being attached to the other. The 
usual pees ot are as follows: If 
the bull turns and charges, the rider 
causes his horse to whirl round and ap- 
proach the quarry on his other side, 
when frequently the dart becomes fixed 
in the spot aimed at. The sharp pain 
resulting from the prick and the brim- 
stone combined infuriates the animal, 
and he rushes blindly forward, straight 
ahead, as if ‘making for” the people 
on the lower tiers of seats, which oc- 
casionally encircle the amphitheater. 
But before many paces are made a red 
flag is waved before his eyes by one of 
the foot ‘‘picadores,’’ which causes him 
to turn and face his new assailant. 
Pierced with another small dart, ag 
sharp and as burning as the first, the 
bull roars and becomes mad with rage, 
and with eyes flashing fire he tears 
round the arena, pawing the sandy 
floor with his feet, and turning his 
head right and left at each object pre- 
sented to him. The game grows fast 
and furious; the music plays some 
stirring galop; the ‘‘picadores’’ cross 
and recross the arena, as if possessing 
charmed lives, planting their darts in 
all parts of the infuriated animal; the 
spectators clap their hands in excite- 
ment, some of the ladies even tearing 
off their black mantillas to wave,them 
in the air, until upon a given signal 
the music- ceases, the voice of the audi- 
ence sinks into silence, the ‘‘picadores”’ 
retire behind wooden screens placed 
for their protection at the ends of the 
arena, and the bull, decked in gay rib- 
bons of many colors, is left alone on 
the battle-field, triumphant. But his 
triumph is imaginary, for the cessation 
of the attack signifies nothing more 
than a reprieve of his sentence. The 
clear notes of the trumpet sound again, 
heralding in the ‘‘matador,’’ who is 
the hero of the day. His dress is some- 
what richer in quality than that of his 
companions He is armed with a short 
dagger-shaped sword, which is gener- 
ally carried in his right hand, hidden 
under a small shawl, brilliant red in 
color, thrown over his left arm. A 
cheer bursts from the audience, and the 
‘‘matador’’ advances boldly to face the 
bull. The agility and quickness shown 
by these *‘matadors’’ in evading the 
charges of the bull, whose strength is 
only partly spent by previous exertion, 
are marvelous to behold. The import+ 
ance of the red shawl is soon shown in 
the way in which it is extended at arm’s 
length to attract the bull’s attention. 
But in one of the final charges the no- 
ble beast receives his death-stroke. At 
the first good opportunity the sharp- 
pointed sword is thrust with unerring 
aim through the nape of his neck, 
reaching the very center of his heart, 
and with a gasp, amid the cheers of 
the audience, the band meanwhile 
playing the national anthem, the 
creature falls on his knees, and, roll- 
mace, expires. 

here can be no doubt that bull- 
fights are barbarous and disgusting 
diversions. But ‘‘prize-fighting’’ at 
home, where the combatants are in- 
cited to mark each other’s faces out of 
recognition for love of gold, and at the 
instigation of so-called ‘‘sportsmen,”’ 
may, as far as regards cruelty, be 
ranked on a level with bull-fighting. 
The comparison does not, however, 
lessen the barbarity or excuse the con- 
tinuance of the latter diversion in the 
minds of all right-thinking people. 
Both are relics of the past, and the 
legacies of ancestors who looked com- 
placently upon the shedding of human 
blood for the gratification of their pas- 
sions, or of revenge, or simply to pro- 
vide them with the means of excite- 
ment in days when healthy pastimes 
and recreations were but little known. 
It must be allowed, on behalf of the 
Peruvians, that they are accustomed to 
these diversions from early childhood, 
and they regard them with perfect in- 
difference—custom, no doubt, blinding 
them to the cruelties they witness ip 
the bull-ring.— Brooklyn Magazine.

It was in 
the center of a dense wilderness, and the 
robber laughed when the school-master 
put up his spear to defend himself. Mr. 
Ricalton dropped the spear and brought 
his revolver into play. He fired once, and, 
although the bullet did not hit the robber, 
it frightened him and he disappeared. 

Mr. Ricalton reached St. Petersburg on 
August 11,a month after leaving Arcn- 
angel. He also visited Norway and Swe- 
den. He got back on the day his school 
reopened. He says the trip cost hitu only 
two hundred dollars.
